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Goals For The Cow-Calf Producer 


Stan Windham - Associate County Agent 


I have said many times at various 
meetings with various groups and 
various individuals that I have had 
conversations with that the beef in 
dustry is growing faster in south Ala- 
bama than probably anywhere in the 
nation. | base this statement on the 
fact that nationwide, the southeast- 
em part of the United States has 
been shown to be growing in cattle 
numbers where in many parts of the 
nation they are declining. Here in al- 
abama the Wiregrass area is one of 
the fastest growing cattle areas in the 
nation. With these growing pains 
many times can also come some mis- 
management. Cattlemen do not plan 
on this, but what generally happens 
is they are growing so fast and moy- 
ing so quickly that they don't take 
time to sit down and really look at 
what their operation is doing and 
what the bottom line is. In the next 
few paragraphs I want to offer some 
goals to consider as you reflect on 
your operation here at the end of 
1990, 

I think a realistic goal for every 
cow-calf herd is to have one calf per 
cow per year. One of the easiest 
ways to do this is to have a short 
controlled breeding season of no 
more than 90 days. Then wean your 
calves in the five to eight-month 
range and rebreed your cows about 
the same time every year. You will 
be surprised at how close a well fed 
cow will calve to the same time each 
year. 

As for as weaning weights go, I 
feel like a realistic 205 day weight 
for most cow/calf herds is 550 
pounds. For those of you have al- 
ready passed this mark, I think your 
average 205 weight goal should be 
around 600 pounds. 

Another item to consider is cost 
to production. Based on my figures, 
I don't see how you can get by with 
less than 150 dollars a cow per year. 
But I would hate to see this figure go 
over 250 per cow. I have heard of 
cases going as high as 350 per cow. I 


think in these cases we need to take 
a serious look at the operation and 
see if there is a hole somewhere. 

Another goal should be to preg 
check every cow in the herd at some- 
where around 60-80 days after you 
pull the bull out. An open cow will 
do nothing but cost you money. If 
she has had all the advantages of all 
the other cows the only place she 
needs to go is the stock yard. 

We mentioned earlier about a 90- 
day breeding season. With this you 
also get a short calving season which 
is more labor efficient by a long way 
and the uniformity of your calves 
will be greatly enhanced. 

Last thing I want to mention is 
profits. It would be pretty crazy for 
me to mention a specific figure I 
would like to see you hit because, 
everybody has an entirely different 
situation. Some people are going to 
make 200 dollars per head on their 
calves and some will do good to 
even get 50. It just depends on your 
situation. But, if you are low it may 
not mean that you are a poor manag- 
er. It may just mean that you have a 
situation such that you are having to 
spend more money or pay more 
money out.But I would like for you 
to consider this as it relates to profit, 
at least as it relates to maximizing 
profits. Profits are directly propor- 
tionate to the number of calves you 
have, their weaning weight and the 
price that you receive for them. In 
everyone of these areas is some 
measure of control. So, if your prof- 
its have slipped, particularly with the 
limes we are in now with the high 
prices we are receiving for cattle, 
you need to look at these three areas. 
The number of calves that you are 
weaning as it relates to the number 
of cows in your herd, the weight at 
which you are weaning them and the 
price you are receiving for them. 

This is just some areas you can 
take a look at as it relates to your op- 
erauion.

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HOW SMALL IS SMALL? 

How big is an_ infinitesimal 
amount? It’s hard to imagine what 
one part per million, billion, or wil- 
lion is. And that’s how minute a 
measure can be taken with sophisti- 
cated devices such as a gas chromat- 
ograph/mass spectrometer, used to 
identify and measure low-level or- 
ganics in pollutants and other com- 
pounds, As standards regarding con- 
laminates become commonplace, an 
understanding of the size needs to be 
pul in perspective. The following 
provides some comparisons: 

1 part per million: 1 cent/ 
$10,000; 1 minute/2 years; 1 inch/16 
miles 

1 past per billion: 1 cent 
$10,000,000; 1 second/32 years; | 
inch/16,000 miles 

1 part per willion: 1 cent 
$10,000,000,000; 1 second/320 cen 
turies; 1 inch/16,000,000 miles 


FERTILIZING PECANS 

Soil testing is the best way to find 
out how much fertilizer pecans need. 
There are six fertilizer elements that 
pecans need most- calcium, phos 
phorus, potassium, magnesium, ni- 
trogen and zinc, 

Nitrogen is the element that sup- 
plies "grow power" to pecans, Each 
year fertilize your wees with 1 1/2 
pounds of ammonium nitrate for 
each year of age of that tree up to 
25-30 pounds per tree. For trees set 
out this year, split the nitrogen appli- 
cations, Apply about a pound in 
April and again in June. 

Zinc is a very important element 
for pecans. Even when all other nu- 


tents are present, the pecan produc- 
tion will be affected. To prevent zinc 
deficiency, apply 2-3 pounds of zinc 
sulfate every year. Put zinc on in the 
fall, winter or early spring, 

Calcium and magnesium can be 
supplied by using dolomitic lime- 
stone, The soil test will tell you how 
much is needed to raise the pH to 6.5 
The soil test will also tell you how 
much phosphorus and potassium is 
needed, if any. 

The best time to fertilize pecan 
trees is between February 1 and Feb- 
ruary 20, 

DORMANT SPRAYS 

Now is an excellent time to apply 
dormant sprays to fruit and nut trees 
which have no leaves on them right 
now, Dormant sprays are essential to 
keep the trees healthy, Probably 
more backyard fruit trees are killed 
by pests that could have been con- 
trolled with dormant sprays than 
from any other cause, These sprays 
climinate overwintering fungus 
spores and/or other fungus and bac- 
terial pests, 

Use dormant sprays before green 
tissue shows in the buds. Spray on 
days when the ais temperature is 
above freezing, and no freeze is ex- 
pected for several days, 

The liquid lime sulfur sprays can 
be used for most of your trees. If you 
want to make sure you get good re- 
sulis, apply two dormant sprays as 
Outlined in “Spraying Home Or- 
chards", Circular ANR-50, You can 
pick up a copy from the Extension 
office or call 894-5596 and ask us to

City council votes to sell surplus property

The Elba City Council will be 
selling three pieces of property de- 
clared surplus in action Monday 
night 

[he council passed motions to 
handle the legal paperwork to sell 
the former library site and two va- 
cant pieces of property at the inter- 
section of Taylor Mill Road and 
Tucker Street. 

The library was located in a 
building formerly used by Dr. John 
Kimmey as his clinic. Upon his re- 
tirement, Dr. Kimmey sold the prop- 
erty to the city, which at that time 
was Searching for a library location. 

Present plans call for construction 
of a new building for the city library 
across from the police station on the 
site of the two story building which 
‘once housed city hall downstairs and 
the Masonic Hall upstairs. The tenta- 
tive plans are to purchase the proper- 
ty between this site and the fire de- 
partment (known as the W. H. 
Taylor home) and build a building 
for the rescue squad here, keeping 
ail emergency organizations close to- 
gether. 

The Tucker Street property was 
acquired several years ago under a 
federal program to eliminate sub- 
standard housing. 

Several other tracts of property 
acquired under that program will be 
reviewed, and possibly declared sur- 
plus, following a request from city 


council members that such action be 
studied, 

In other business the council ap- 
proved a resolution requesting an ad- 
ditional community development 
grant (CDBG) to hire a contractor to 
complete the drainage project started 
before ‘the March flood. Mayor Fred 
Moore explained city employees 
don't now have the time to do the 
work and it needs to be completed. 

The City plans to hold a surplus 
sale in March to dispose of equip- 
ment that has been replaced or is no 
longer needed, 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported that since the last meeting, 
the department has answered 292 
complaints. This includes nine traf- 
fic accidents. There were 42 cita- 
tions issued including five for DUI. 
There were also nine criminal arrest. 

The animal control officer im- 
pounded 25 dogs. One of those was 
returned to the owner and one was 
sold. 

Hanchey also told counci! mem- 
bers that 20 abandoned vehicles had 
been tagged for removal and their 
owners notified. He said they then 
have five days to do something with 
the vehicle before further action is 
taken. 


The meeting ended on a sober’ 


note as Moore noted the country 
may be in war at any time and ““We 
need to think about how it would ef- 
fect us”.

Coffee County Commission 
conducts routine meeting

The Coffee County Commission's 
meeting produced no earth shattering 
news, but was pleasantly routine. 

Meeting in Elba Monday morn- 
ing, the commissioners” awarded 
bids, approved road repair projects, 
okayed sending out bids, voted to 
hire themselves a lawyer and finally 
signed bills. 

Joe Money Equipment Company 
was awarded the bid for supplying 
the county highway department with 
two boom cutters. The amount of 
their bid was $29,548.00. The Mo- 
trims, Model LMT21-5B-HD, will 
be used in cutting right-a-ways on 
county roads 

County Engineer Mark Pool 
asked the commission to send out 
bid requests for 750 Tons of milled 
asphalt to be placed on the "New 
Home Church Road" just off County 
Road 55. The residents living on the 
road have agreed to share the cost on 
the materials. 

Also, bid requests are to be sent 
out for culverts and on the lowering 


of piling encasements on_ three 
county bridges. Riverbeds were 
washed away during the March 


flood leaving the steel piling on 
these bridges exposed, 
A mouion requiring a permit to be 
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obtained by anyone performing work 
on county road right-a-ways was 
passed by the commissioners. 

Pool informed the commissioners 
that the project agreement on on- 
system roads had been received and 
needed their signature. This agree- 
ment includes more than 200 flogd 
damaged sites upon which an agree- 
ment for repair costs has been 
reached since June 15th. Total cost 
of the project is $305,000. Federal 
funding will account for $233,000 of 
the cost and state funds in the 
amount of $72,000 will pay the re- 
mainder of the cost. 

State bids on gasoline has been 
abandoned and Pool asked for and 
got approval to obtain "telephone 
bids" until the state once again rein- 
states their bidding procedures, 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley informed the commission 
that it would be legal for the county 
to pay for the schooling and materi- 
als for employees wishing to obtain 
commercial driver's license, but the 
license would have to be paid for by 
the employee, 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton made the motion to hire At- 
torney Garth Lindsey to defend the 
commissioners in the Ellises' $20

In other matters, Eagerton in- 
formed the commissioners that the 
lawyers handling the DHR building 
"problem" had called him Friday and 
said that a possible problem existed 
with excepting the original bid. They 
seemed to think that the project may 
have to be re-bid, 

Eagerton asked the commission 
to give him the authority to send out 
bid request on the facility should it 
become necessary. The commission 
voted to do so, 

In another matter, Eagerton asked 
that the commissioners to vote to ask 
for the passing of local legislation al- 
lowing the commission meeting to 
be held on a regular basis in New 
Brockton.

Juniors Study American Lit

The Junior Class recently began their 
study of American Literature. 

Irs. Sonya Shaw, English instructor, 
began by giving the students notes on the 
beginnings of the American tradition to 
1760. The desire to explore and describe 
the new continent, accidentally discov 
ered by Christopher Columbus, inspired 
many of the earliest works of American 
literature. In search for gold, riches, cure 
for disease, and the Fountain of Youth, 
explorers brought back to Europe some 
remarkable and grim stories. Book soon 
told of the adventures of great explorers 
such as Cortes and Cabeza de Vaca. 
Near the end of the 16th century, the 
new interest in settlement of the new 
continent produced literature. Inexpen- 
sive pamphlets and poeni appeared 
throughout Europe advertising the attrac 
tions of life in America. 

Later, Puritans arrived in the New 
World. These people were fleeing relig 


ious harassment in the Old World. Like 
other Americans before and after them, 
the Puritans wrote about their encounter 
with American in a variety of forms. 
Many Puritans kept diaries, Others who 
had received grace, often told of their ex- 
periences in a form call the spiritual au- 
tobiography. They also wrote a great 
deal of poetry. 

As the Northemers tended to write on 
religion, the Southemers did more on na 
ture and society. It is in Southern litera- 
ture that we find some of the most de- 
tailed descriptions in early American 
writing of the wilderness and frontier 
life. These Southemers often wrote for 
amusement and diversion. 

What the explorers, Puritans, and 
Southerners share with later American 
writers most of all is the desire to tell the 
special quality of life in America, to 
show how they felt living in a New 
World, facing new experiences.

The texture of the fat is similar to 
that of lamb.

The fat 
also has a "wild" taste which some 
people don't like. After aging, the 
carcass is ready for cutting into eata- 
ble portions that should be double 
wrapped, using coated freezer wrap. 
The packages should be labeled, in- 
cluding the date and cut of meat, and 
frozen as quickly as possible. 

If you do not care to process your 
deer, you may choose any number of 
deer processing plants or butchers

Methods for tender cuts (steaks, 
chops):

vegetables just before serving time 
so they will be tender. 

Braising. Season with salt and 
pepper, rub with flour and brown in 
hot fat. Add small quantities of wa- 
ter (about 1 cup), cover closely and 
cook slowly until tender. Turn meat 
occasionally, every 2-3 hours. 

Venison can and should be a meat 
product to be used, or af least sam- 


pled, by all. With the consumer's - 


constant concern for fat, the prospect 
for using venison as a meat source is 
becoming more than a possibility.

Million S$ Claim Filed Against County

On November 30, 1990, a notar- 
ized claim in the amount of 
$1,000,000.00 was filed with Coffee 
County on the behalf of James Col- 
lins Martin and Gayle Martin Co- 
Administrators of the estate of Sale- 
na Kaye Martin, deceased. 

The claim contained the follow- 
ing statement: 

"Salena Kay Martin was killed 

on September 16, 1990, in a 

hit-and-run automobile acci- 

dent on Highway 27 South, ap- 
proximately three miles south 
of Enterprise, Alabama. This 
accident occurred as officers 
of the Coffee County*Sheriff's 

Department were breaking up 

a gathering of young people at 

a private residence following 

complaints of noise at said res- 

idence. The Coffee County 

Sheriff's deputies failed to use 

reasonable care in exercising 

their duty as law enforcement 
officials by not taken any steps 

to warn motorists to proceed 

with caution as they ap- 

proached the scene, There was 


a congestion of vehicles and 
pedestrians on and near the 
road at the time of the acci- 
dent. Salena Kaye Martin was 
standing near the road unac- 
companied when she was 
struck and killed by a north- 
bound vehicle which had just 
topped the hill to the south of 
the scene. Ms. Martin's death 
was a result of the Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputies neg- 
ligently failing to carry out 
their duty." 
The claim was presented to the 
Coffee County Commission Chair- 


man Billy Eagerton who in turn for- 
warded it to the county liability insu- 
rance carrier, This was done on 
December 15, 1990. 

If the county's insurance carrier 
refuses to pay the claim, it is likely 
that a lawsuit will be filed against 
the county. 

Filing the claim on the Martins' 
behalf was Steadman §. Shealy, Jr. 
of the law offices of Buntin, Cobb & 
Shealy, P.A, located in Dothan, Ala- 
bama. 

Neither Sheriff Brice Paul or oth- 
er county officials were available for 
comment on the Martins’ claim.

Senator Foshee's Committee 
Assignments Are Good 


Veteran state Senator E. C., 
"Crum" Foshee has been named to 
Alabama State Senate, including the 
powerful Rules Committee which 
must approve all bills before they 
can be debated by the full Senate. 

Lt. Governor Jim Folsom. Jr. 
made the appointments January 15. 
Folsom presides over the Senate and 
makes all committee assignments. 

"Senator Foshee brings a working 
knowledge of all levels of state goy- 
ernment to the Senate," Lt, Gov. Fol- 
som said. "He is a proven leader 
who has a unique ability to bring 
both sides of an issue to the table 
and negotiate a compromise.” 

Sen, Foshee will serve as deputy 
chairman of the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee, and vice-chairman of the 
Senate Development and Tourism 
and the Energy and Natural Resourc- 
es committees, He also will serve as 
chairman of the Senate Confirma- 
tions Committee, which must ap- 
prove hundreds of appointments to 
boards and commissions. 

He is a member of the Com- 
merce, Transportation and Utilities 
Committee, the General Fund Sub- 
commitice of the Senate Finance and 
Taxation Committee, which will 
write the state operating budget. He 
also serves on the Banking and Insu- 
rance Committee, 

In addition, he is a member of the 


Local Legislation Committee, which 
must.approve all bills affecting indi- 
vidual counties before they are de- 
bated on by the whole senate. 

Senator Foshee represents Senate 
District 31 which is composed of 
Coffee, Covington and Escambia 
counties,

curred in May of 1990 on Ann Sweet 
in Elba, Alabama, 

The sexual abuse charge was later 
added by a Coffee County Grand 
Jury on September 19, 1990, This re- 
sulted from a complaint by a 54 
year-old Opp woman who alleged 
that she was attacked by Summerlin, 

Judge Butts, in sentencing Sum- 
merlin on January 15, ordered that 
the sentences of 10 years on each 
charge run concurrently. In addition 
to the prison sentence, Summerlin 
was ordered to pay the court costs, 
$50 to the Crime Victim Compensa- 
tion fund and the state appointed at 
torney’s fees, 

Summerlin began serving his 
time in the slate penal sysiem but 
has appealed his case to the Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals. He will 
remain in prison during the appeal 
process. 

The state was represented by As- 
sistant District Attorney Al Smith of 
Elba, 


The main item on the agenda con- 
sisted of a brief presentation to the 
councilmen by Mr. Jim Coleman. 

Mr. Coleman of Colemen and As- 
sociates of Birmingham specializes 
in the collection of sales and use tax- 
es for municipalities.

The council agreed to supply Mr, 
Coleman with data from the state so 
that his firm could prepare a propo- 
sal to be presented to the council ata 
later date,

the following action: 

***Approved payment of bills total- 
ling $2112.53. 

***Agreed to give Lewie Stuckey 
the fence wire around the old aban- 
don city pool provided he "cleaned 
up the area”, 

***Voted to hire a “replacement” 
employee for the street department 
with a starting wage of $4.25 per 
hour, 

***Councilmen were reminded to 
file their official contribution forms 
prior to the deadline,
